ſome that were appointed, to ſee him difſeFed, to enquire 
whether there were not a defet of nature:n his body ; who 
found, to their ſhame, that it was no decay of nature, but the 
ſtrength of Grace that reſtrained him.. His conjugal love to 
his endeared Spouſe, whom her Enemies painted /acker than 
Meſes's Egyptian Wife, admitted no muttering of Accuſati- 
ons: he was often condemned by: them of #00 much, never 
for too little affeftion towards his Royal Spouſe ; who, as 
ſhe could never incline his Heart to her: /dols, as Solomon's 
was, ſo. his Love and Learning together had undoubtedly 
wrought her to a-bezter opinton of the Proteſtant Religion, 
had not their vile Praftices diſgraced that holy Profeſſion. 
Such was the Chaſtity of his holy Converſation, that he was 
coupled rather in the fear of God, than any carnal confidera- 
tion « So that his very Body,” as well as the Soul, was the 
Temple of the Ftoly Ghoſt. + | 

-. The whole courſe of his life gives ſuch reputation to his 
dying words, that no ſober man can doubt of -the'truth of 
that Charge he gave the Princeſs E/izabeth, to tell her Mo- 
ther, That his thoughts had never ſtrayed from her, and his 
love ſhould be the ſame to the laſt. And as Philo ſays of. 
Moſes, 'Nou quicquam ventri dabat preter tributum nature 
. neceſſarium, nec voluptatam ſub.ventre naſcentium niſi libers- 
rum cauſ4 meminerat ; though he lived amidſt wes imwousl: 
infinite Provocations, he ref/ted them all, and made every 
thing ſ/ubſervient to Vertue. | | | 

Tt is thought a ſufficient Panegyrick for ſome Princes, that 
| they are ine vit#s, without any predominant Vice ; or-at 
leaſt if they are conſpicuous for any ove Yertue : but our 
Royal Martyr, as he wanted all the Yices, ſo he had all the. 
Pertues of his worthy Anceſtors, and even of Moſes himfelt. 
He was ſo like Moſes, :that he partook of the ſame infirmi- 
ties : he was not 4#&-,-but>of a; ſlow ſpeech: and ſtammers 
ing tongne; | but. that was\abundantly tupplied by a ſeand 
Fudgment and ſententious Elegancy. ' Hedid not #\acn, make |

long and popular Harangues, like the old Roman Gracchi, our 
Extempore-men, \to:lead the People by Noiſe and Clamour ; 
but he could wnev/itm teach them Maximes and Principles of 
Reaſon and Religion; and was, as Moſes, mighty in word and 
deed. For, | | 

In the next- place,. he was, as the Scripture teſtifies of 
Moſes, Learned'in all the wiſdom of the Egyptians, AQts 7:22. 
Now the Sciences taught in Egypt were, as Philo ſays, Nu- 
meros © Geometriam, Muſicam & occultu Fieroglyphica, pra- 
cipue vero Mathematica. And for theſe, you have the teſti= 
mony of an Adverſary, what a Proficient he was. LZ2lly in 
his Diſcourſe of Monarchy or no Monarchy, ſays, He had fin- 
gular Skill in Limning and Pittures; a good Mathematician, 
not unskilful in Muſick ; well read in Divinity, excellently in 
Fliſtory, and no leſs in the Laws and Statutes of the Nation ; 
of a quick and ſharp Conception; would write his mind ſingu- 
larly well, and in good Language and Stile : he would appre- 
hend a difference between party and party with great readi= 
eſs, and methodize a long matter, and contratt it in few lines : 
Tnſomuch that T have heard . Sir Robert Holborn oft fay, he 
had a quicker Conception, .and would eaſier underſtand a Caſe. 
in Law, and with more ſharpueſs drive the matter to' a head, 
than any of the Privy-Councit:: and when the King was not at- 
the Council, Sir Robert cared not to bethere. Fe bad alſo a- 
mong other ſpecial Gifts, the Gift of Patience, ſo that if 'any 
offered him a long —_ he would without any interruption 
or diftate hear it out. Heibad exquiſite judgment by the eye, 
to diſeover the vertuous from the wanton ; ani benoured ver- 
tuous men. Flewas nothing at all given to Luxury, but ex- 
treme ſober in his Food and Apparel. He would argue logi- 
cally, and frame his (Argument artificially, &c. - The like we 
have trom, another, though bitter Enemy of his, and a Soll;- 
c#or againſtihim whis yu, Cooke,in his Apologre for their 
proceedings againft-him;:p. 35. He was well known (faith Ie) 
20 be'a hard Student in bis younger days-»-He had more lear- 


ning 
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ning and dexterity'in State-affairs undoubtedly, than all the 
Kings in Chriſtendom ; and for his Parts, if they had been ſan- 
Aifed (aid that unfanQtified wretch ) he was another Solg- 
mon. This Teſtimony being true, how ſharply were they 
to be rebuked that perſecuted him to death ! 

But we muſt ſearch farther, to find out the Excellencies 
of Moſes. Diodorus Siculus notes, that he'was bred up in 
Pharoah's Court, ©t urbanitatem;Elegantiam, Liberalitatem, 
aliaſque virtutes Regias quaſi Reftor populi faturus addiſceret. 
And though our Moſes were a Nonſuch 1n all theſe, yet all 
theſe were nothing-\in reſpe& ot that Wiſdom which he was 
taught of God. Though his whole life was no'more than 
what Moſes ſpentiin his retirement, yet he attained toa pro- 
portionable meaſure of all uſeful knowledge. For as he mar- 
' #ed many good Authors throughout with his ows hazd, fo he 
tranſcribed their cboice Precepts into thisheart. So fludious 
and'reſerved he was," that Prince #»+y took the Archbi- 
ſhops Cap and put it on his kead; faying,-Tf1 live, Charles, 
T Il make thee Archbiſhop of Canterbury.” Being at the age 
of thirteen years, on Eaſter-Munday 1613; he was ftriftly 
. examied.m- order to his" Confirmation, \by the-Archbiſhop 
and-the Biſhop of Barband\Weks'; 'as Dr.iadtwel his'Tu- 
tor, who was preſent, and heard: his /Arſwers,' which gave 
great ſatisfaction to'them all, relaterh'. >On which occaſi- 
on the DoCtor wrote his Treatiſe of Cogirmation. | 

When his Father King James ſent him to Spain, he char- 
ged his Attendants not to:begin' Diſpurts'concerning Religi- 
on: But-if yok be engaged; let George,” faith theKing, bold 
the Concluſion, aud Charles will maintain the Premiſes ; for I 
dare venture him againſt the beft fludiced Divine of thew all. 
Nor was-his Learning'\confined £6 oje*part, bat he digeſted 
all the Wiſdom of his Age.' © His Pe# \was-meomparably the 
moſt Princeiy, and beſt poliſhed m Wis time.” In the Camp, 
none diſcourſed more hkea Sonldier' vin the Council, none 
ſo like a Senator: among\ the Lawyers, as an Oracle ; a»

mong the Biſhops, as another Conſtantijie. He always 2ris 
umphed over his.Enemies,. as Spartianus ſays of the Empe- 
rour 7Zrajan 1n Imagine ; overthrowing them by his Arga- .. 
ments, whom he could not reach by his Arms. His Per 
did what his Sword could not do ; for that, like Fonathay's 
Arrows, was never emplaycd in vain. 

In tis Deliberationswith his Council, he led them- by A4r- 
gument, not.by Aithority :: and though he lett them to-the 
liberty of their own Determinations, yet were they never fo 
ſucceſsful,as when his Majeſties advice was followed:inſomuch 
as they all ſaid, F he had heen a Counſellor to.any other Prince, 
he had: been eſteemed as an Oracle. . When his Secretaries 
had. drawn. up_p«b/ick . Diſpatches tor foreign Princes, he 
would often take-the Pen in hand, and faying pleaſantly, 7 
am a pretty good Cobler, would make ſuch advantageous al- 
terations both in words: and matter;, as.were approved by 
then all; : So that even his Enemies would fay, If he had 
ot been born tobe a King, no man deſerved it better than he : 
which Sir #7. Martin teſtified of him, in that Houſe where 
the Queſtion was propoſed in favour of Cromwel, Whether 
they ſhould have a King 6r uo King. If we muſt have a King 
(faith he) 7 had rather have him than any Gentleman in the 
Nation: 'So that it ſeems he had no other fault, than that 
he was born to be.a King, and God bad anainted him above his 
fellows. Os | 
. -Which-brings me to the ſecond part.of the Parale/ ; How 
like our;Royal Martyr.was to Miles in his publick-and poli- 
'tical Capacity, as he, was the ſervant. of the Lord ; for lo is 
the King call'd, Rom..1 3. 4. 5 t«wr9r, Gods Minſter. or Ser- 
vant, by way. of eminence, and immediate relation; he 
man of God, x Chron.;2.3. 14. The man of Gods right hand. 
. Now +the Regalia ;which both. adorn and Ack the 
Throne, are Mercy: aud (Truth,.which preſerve. the King, 
Prov. 20. 2.8, '& Pew, 2.9: 14. The king that faithfully jndg- 
eth the poor, his throne ſhall be. eſtabliſhed far ever. .

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And firſt, of his Mercy ani Clemency, which, as the holy 
Oy, kept his Crown freſh and fragrant, and added a beauty 
to. all the other Fewels that adorned it. In all the former 
Vertues he excelled others, in this he exceeded himlfelt : 
Like the Oyntment on the head of Moſes, it ran down to the 
Shirts of his Garment, to the meaneſt of his Subjefts, and the 
maſt malicious of his Enemies. If it be poſſible that any Ver- 
tue can be in exceſs, this of C/emency was ſo in him. 7 
thank God, ſaith he, 7 never found but my Pity was above my 
' Anger : nor have my Paſſions ever ſo prevailed againſt me, as 
to exclude my compaſſionate Prayers for them whom devout er- 
rors, more than their own malice, have betrayed to a Religious 
Rebellion. Here is Charity indeed, that could cover ſuch a 
multitude of fins | His uſual Prayer for them was, That Re- 
pentance might be their greateſt puniſhment. Being asked 
by Colonel Fiammond his Jaylor, what regret his Spirit had 
againſt his Exemies; he anſwered, 7 can forgive them, Colt- 
nel, with as good an appetite, as ever I eat my meat after hun- 
ting ; aud that I'll aſſure you was no ſmall one. Moſes in 
his charity did not onely wiſh that all the people were Pro- 
phets, but that God would: 4/ot him out of the -book of life, 
( i.e. Legiſlature, or vite temporalis) tothe people might be 
ſpores. To procure a Calm, ſays the Royal Martyr, 7 could 

content to he the Jonas thrown over board. Next to his 
Wife and Children; he profeſt to love his Enemies dearelt : 
and fo tar was hetrom ſeeking to deſtroy the /;ving, that he 
wiſht he could revive them that were dead. ' He gave ſo 
_ long, till his Enemies left him nothing more for them to ask, 
or him to grant: he gavenot onely zo zhe oxe half, but the 
whole of his Kingdom. He forgave and pardoned thoſe who 
were ſelf-condemned, and had never charity enough to par- 
don themſelves, but like Cain and Fudas, thought their 
Murthers and Treaſons greater than could be forgiven. He 
pardoned thoſe, whom God himſelt hath ſaid he wZ never 
pardon, ſuch as continued obſtinately to offend out of mali-

cious wickedneſs. Yet did the Charity of Moſes not onely 
pordon that /tiff-necked people himſelf, but kept wreſtling 


with God to pardon them allo. Let me alone, that 7 may de= 


ftroy them, and I will make of thee a great Nation : Yet ſtill 

Moſes prayed and prevailed, Exod. 32. 10, &c. It is faid of 
Archbiſhop Cranmer, that the way to make him a friend, was 
to do himan injury. The leſs out Royal Martyr was beloved 
by his Enemies, the more he loved and pitied them. Though 
the moſt zexder mercies of his Exemzes towards him were 
very cruelty, his greateſt cruelty towards them, was his 700 
tender mercy, which they ungrateful wretches ſo abuſed, as 
to turn his Boxxty into Laſciviouſnefs, kicking at thoſe bowels 
that yearned towards them, and turning his Aets of free and 
undeſerved Grace, into fins of Preſamption : tor ſome of them 
did ſay, They knew the King had Charity enough to forgive 
them all ; as indeed he did, to the laſt moment of his lite. 

' Secondly. His Fuſtice and Innocency was another- Regale. 
No man, woman, or child could ever complain, of any 
thing taken from them by force or fraud in which they had 
a right : Liberty and Property, Mercy and Truth met- toge- 
ther, and wed each other ; Righteouſneſs and Peace like a 
mighty ftream flowed thorough the Land, and made glad the 
* City of God ; and ſo ſecured rhe Nation in Peace and Plenty, 
as the Waters that compaſs the Land round about. No 
drop of Blond was ſhed during ſeventeen years of his «- 
diſturbed Reign, ſave of an ear or two of ſuch turbulent men, 
who ſurvived to be'the Authors of ſhedding whole Rzvers of

more innocent bloud. | 
As for the third Regale, which is zrath and Faithfulneſs ; 
he was, as Moſes. faithful in all Gods houſe ; Deo, Sacerdotio, 
Populo ; To God, to his Prieſts, and People :; not permit- 
ring wulingly any pin to be wanting that was for eceſſary 
or desent uſe 1n all the Tabernacles of theLord ; nor enjoyn- 
ing any thing but what was agreeable to the pattern in the 
Mount, (1.e.) to the Word of Gol and primitive prattice.

His car© 
was, that the Daughter of $i0n might not onely be all g/or” 
ous within, but that her Garments might be of fine Need!/e”. 
work. So zealous was he to preſerve her Revenues, that 1 
it were true of any ſince our Sayiours time, it was true of 
him, The zeal of Gods houſe did conſume him. His love to 
the Church as tar exceeded that of David to Fonathan, as 
that ſarpaſſed the love of women, He offered to ſel! part of 
the Crown-lands, to preſerve thoſe of the Church ; which 
that ſcurrilous Milton called his EpheſranGoddeſs, perceiving 
that he was willing to ſacrifice hi life and all for its Pro- 
ſperity : for if he would have conſented to the A/zenation of 
thoſe Lands, he might have patcht up a Peace with his Ad- 
verſaries, and in probability have ſaved his life : but no im- 
portunity of his Favourites, no neceſſities of his own, could 
gain his conſent to any Sacrilegzous Aft. Tell me not (ſaid 
he, to a great Counſellor ) what 7 may do to ſave my life, but 
what I may do with a ſafe Conſcience : T have done what I 
can to the ſaving of my life, without lofing my Soul : Tcan do, [ 
will do no more ; Gods will be done: 1 ſhall never think my 
Jelf leſs than my ſelf, while I am able to preſerve the integrity 
of my Conſcience : Leave me that, and let what will befal me : 
I ſhall chuſe any affliftion, rather than ſin. And again,7hough 
I am ſenſible enough of the danger that attends my care of the 
Church, yet I am reſolved to defend it, or make it my Tomb- 
tone. ---= Nimirum hoc eſt regnare. 
Nor was he careful onely to preſerve the Church during 
his own /ife, 'but provided tor its proſperity after his death. 
Charging his deare/t Son, that he ſhould not let his heart re- 
ceive the leaſt check or diſſatifattion againſt the Church, or e- 
fteem any thing little or deſpitable, ſo as nat ſpeedily to ſuppreſs 
Errours and Schiſms. Nor can any man wipute theſe Re- 
ſolutions to his Wiifalneſs, but Conſcience, who thall conſider 
with what ſirength of Argument he defended the Church 
lg ; Bain

- gainſt its Adverſaries of all forts. His diſcourſe with the 

Marqueſs of Worceſter, (though'printed to his great difad- 

vantage, and but partially related) ſhewed his Learning in 

Popiſh Controverſies, and his averſion from that Perſivaſion. 

His Papers to Henderſon ſhew his acquaintance with the 

Fathers and Modern Divines in our preſent Controverſies. 

He alone diſputed a whole day in the fe of Wight (concer- 

ning Charch-affairs eſpecially) on the Propoſitions ſent him, ' 
againſt fifteen Counſellors and four Divines, to the Convidz. 

ou of them all ; who coming prejudiced againſt him, as a 

man of ſlender parts, went away admiring how he became 

ſo learned; and willing they were his Conceſſions might have 

been admitted as a ground to treat of Peace. Mr. Vines, the 

beſt Diſputant of the Party, ſaid he was ſorry the King was 

not better underſtood ; for he thought him the beſt Divine of 
any Lay-man in England. == | 

Now who can diſtruſt the truth and fidelity of ſuch a 
King towards his Subjefts, that was ſo ftedfaſt and faithful 
to God ard his Charch 2 the love of God and of our Brethren 
being inſeparable. His many Prote/tations of his innocency 
as to the things whereof his Enemies accuſed him, efpeci- 
ally as to Poper, yat Tork in thehead of his Army, at Oxford 
upon taking the Holy Sacrament at the hands of the Arch- 
biſhop of Armagh, and in this place (St. Peters, Exon) after 
the Defeat of Eſex's Army in Cornwal, and at ſeveral other 
places, being compared with his great X»owledge, Candor, 
and Integrity, were enough to convince any but ſuch hard- 
ned Pharaohs and Egyptians as Moſes had todeal with. 

So that his Enemies moſt notoriouſly condemned them- 
ſelves, when they fo tallly accuſed him of Tnconſtancy in the 
Eſtabliſhed Religion ; which they fo quickly razed to the 
very foundation with their Swords, and he fo reſolutely defen- 
ded with his /aft loud. Bat as neither the Divinity of our 
Saviour's Perſon, Doftrine, and Inſtitutions, nor his miracu- 
tous Works could fatisfie the unbelieving Fews, who were re-

Thus fell the beſt of Kings by the worſt of men, that had- 
generally ſworn Allegiance to him, and often perjured them-

relenting City. Hefell in the mid(? of his Age,. and maturity: 
of his Strength, and/fulnefs of Grace, the Prodigy of Wiſdom 
and Meekneſs : He fell by the Sword; and for-the' fins of a 
Riffnecked and rebellious People. Hefellinot alone, but our 
Religion, our Laws, and Liberties fell with him : and out of 
the Aſhes of that Phenix, they all roſe again, and reſumed 
their firſt frengrb and ſplendour.
